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“ARROGANT” commuters have 
forced the closure of a popular 
lay-by after continually using it 
to park their cars. 

The lay-by next to Ely High 
Bridge, near the city’s train station, 
will be shut down amid health and 
safety concerns. 

Located along Station Road, the roadside 
stop has been used by dog walkers and 
boaters since it opened in the 1980s. 

The lay-by is also popular with fishermen, 
ramblers, bird watchers and people pulling 
over to use their mobile phones. 

But earlier this year, concerns were raised 
about the number of commuters using the 
space to park their vehicles. 

Anything up to 40 drivers were starting to 
cram their vehicles on to the lay-by on a 
daily basis, turning it into an unofficial car 
park. Residents and councillors voiced their 
concerns about the safety of motorists and 
pedestrians passing the area. 

After a month-long consultation period 
with users of the lay-by, East Cambridge¬ 
shire Traffic Management Area Joint 
Committee has now decided to close it. 

John Richards, the county council’s area 
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manager for traffic, said: “We would hope to 
have the lay-by closed off within the next 
three months. 

“We are looking at having something like 
an earth bank or a gate across all entrances 
to the lay-by, as once closed, it cannot be 
used by the public at all. 

“It is the commuters who have brought all 
of these safety issues to a head, with 
everything from forward visibility issues to 
them turning out into the busy road. 

“But it will not be a case of people turning 
up and it has been closed overnight. We will 
let all of the commuters and residents know 
in advance.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents Stretham 
on East Cambridgeshire District Council 
and had been fighting to keep the lay-by 
open, was “disappointed” with die decision. 

Cllr Hunt said: “I think it is unfortunate 
that the people and tourists in Ely are going 
to lose this vital amenity. 

“But it is the arrogant, careless comm¬ 
uters who have made this happen by 
treating it as a car park when it is not.

Cromwell bucks tourism 
trend to keep figures up 
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New centre creates a buzz 


BBC presenter Chris 
Packham has opened a new 
national dragonfly centre at 
Wicken Fen nature reserve. 

Wicken Fen is one of the 
best locations in the United 
Kingdom to spot 
dragonflies, and on a warm 
summer’s day thousands of 
the highly-coloured insects 
can be seen performing 
their aerobatic displays 
along the waterways and 
ditches. 

The centre boasts 21 
species, including the 
Emperor Dragonfly, Hairy 
Dragonfly, Emerald 
Damselfly and Red Eyed 
Damselfly. 

Housed in a renovated 
former fen worker’s 
cottage, it is the only one of 
its kind in Britain and is a 
joint initiative between the 
National Trust, the British 
Dragonfly Society and the 
Dragonfly Project. 

Mr Packham, the 
presenter of Springwatch, 
opened the new centre on 
Sunday before leading a 



guided walk and talk on 
dragonflies. 

He said he hoped the 
event would inspire 
youngsters to develop a 
passion for the outside 
world. 

Mr Packham said: 
“Wicken Fen is an 
incredibly special place and 


today’s opening of the 
dragonfly centre is very 
special too. 

“It will make this 
remarkable group of insects 
more accessible to the 
visitors and offer them the 
opportunity to learn more 
about them and how they 
can conserve them too.” 
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A TOURIST attraction in Ely has 
weathered the financial storm so 
well that it will get new facilities next 
year. 

The credit crunch may have forced pub 
landlords and shopkeepers in the city to call 
it a day, but the centuries-old Oliver 
Cromwell House appears to be thriving. 

New figures, recently presented to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s comm¬ 
unity services committee, show the total 
income generated by the 17th century 
building jumped 5 per cent in the last 12 
months. 

In 2007/08, the attraction brought in a 
total of £59,667 but in 2008/09, that figure 
rose to £62,049. This came despite a drop in 
visitors numbers during the recession, from 
105,059 people in 2007/08 down to 97,277 in 
2008/09. 

Committee members heard that by 
organising 36 additional guided walks in 
2008/09, Oliver Cromwell House had also 
increased its guided tours income to £7,389. 
In 2007/08, it was just £3,899. 

The number of visitors to the attraction’s 
website was also up by 25 per cent, from 
44,058 hits in 2007/08 to 55,113 in 2008/09. 

Despite people supposedly enjoying fewer 
days out as a result of the credit crunch, the 
amount of money collected via tourist 
admissions alone remained at around 
£40,000 for 2008/09 - the same figure for 
2007/08. 

A council report said: “The recent 
investment in Oliver Cromwell House has 
seen significant improvements in the 
delivery of the service. 

“Whilst admission income did not reach 
its projected target, it did not show a 
significant loss which one might have 
expected, bearing in mind the current 
tourism and economic climate, and a fall in 
international visitors.” 

Tourism bosses now want to introduce a 
box office service at the popular building, 
which enables visitors to explore all areas of 
Oliver Cromwell’s life and 17th century 
living. 

Future plans also include providing 
education packs for schools, house guides 
produced in foreign languages and new 
signage around the city promoting the 
attraction. 

Cllr Allyson Broadhurst, chairman of the 
community services committee, said: “Oliver 
Cromwell has continued to do well in these 
difficult economic times. 

“As an attraction, it continues to set 
standards and feedback from visitors 
continues to be incredibly positive. 

“We will work hard to continue to get 
people to come along to this great venue. We 
have plans to further develop our website, 
work on education packs for schools and 
introduce a new box office service. 

“This will be on top of the regular exciting 
events which take place at the house all year 
round.” 
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Stronger bridge to take strain of modern traffic 


A BRIDGE near Littleport was 
re-opened this week following a 
£1.5million facelift. 

Branch Bridge, which carries 
the C134 over the River Lark, 
has just undergone a 26-week 
extensive reconstruction pro¬ 
ject. 


Cambridgeshire County 
Council carried out the work 
after the bridge failed crucial 
safety tests and required a 
complete reconstruction. 

The bridge, between Little- 
port and Queen Adelaide, was 
built 50 years ago and was not 


designed to take the weight of 
modern traffic. 

Cllr Roy Pegram, cabinet 
member for growth, infra¬ 
structure and strategic plan¬ 
ning, said: “This new bridge will 
improve safety on the road and 
river for all users. 


“It is purpose built to with¬ 
stand today’s traffic and will 
provide a long-term benefit for 
residents in the area.”

“It is a great shame that, 
as ever, another service in 
the city has been sacrificed 
over health and safety 
concerns.”

bad state it was beyond 
repair. 

But a decision on this has 
been deferred, with high¬ 
ways teams looking into the 
possibility of raising 
thousands of pounds to 
upgrade the state of the 
stopping area. 


King’s Investigates 
palace take-over 


FEARS that an ancient building in 
Ely could be left to fall into ruin 
have been allayed. 

Bosses at The King’s School Ely are 
looking at plans to take over the lease of The 
Old Palace. 

The famous independent school has 
shown an interest in the much-loved 
building several times over the years. 

But since the news that Sue Ryder Care, 
the charity care home which currently 
occupies the palace, could close, the school 
says it is now “very keen” to take over. 

The news has been welcomed by the 
Mayor of Ely, Cllr Richard Hobbs, who 
feared the building could be left to “decay 
away” if it was to be left closed. 

Sue Freestone, head of the King’s School, 
said: “Everyone at King’s is saddened to 
learn about the possibility of Sue Ryder 
Care shutting down. 

“However, it is clear from the statement 
made by the charity that the current 
situation is unsustainable and I feel for 
them in making what must have been a 
difficult and painful decision. 

“It is well known that the King’s School is 
very keen to take on the lease of The Old 
Palace as part of our developments, and 
that is certainly the case now 

“We will be in negotiations with the 
charity as soon as the time is right. 

“At present however, the priority is for Sue 
Ryder Care to be allowed the time to 
manage the situation to the best advantage 
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of its residents and staff." 

A Sue Ryder Care spokesman said the 
charity was concentrating on the con¬ 
sultation period before any final decisions 
were made. 

He said: “It is a matter of public record 
that The King’s School have shown interest 
in taking over the lease for the Old Palace 
for a number of years now. 

“We have an ongoing dialogue with 
them, where we discuss possible options.” 

Last week, the Weekly News revealed how 
the charity, which cares for people with life- 
limiting illnesses, could be forced to close, 
leaving the future of dozens of seriously ill 
people hanging in the balance. 

A report by the Care Quality Commission 
has shown that as of September 2010, The 
Old Palace will no longer be suitable for use 
as a care centre, unless major work is 
carried out to bring it into compliance with 
the commission’s standards. 

The building, located next to the cath¬ 
edral and formerly home to the bishops of 
Ely, is also currently running at a deficit of 
£240,000 a year. 

Sue Ryder Care bosses have looked into 
the option of updating the palace and 
building a new care centre, but confirmed 
that both options would require “sub¬ 
stantial capital” that the charity cannot 
afford. 


As a result, the charity’s residents and 
staff are now in a 90-day consultation 
period, looking at the possible closure of 
the centre. 

The news has devastated the local 
community, including the Cambridgeshire 
Liberal Democrats, who are calling for 
thorough scrutiny of the decision. 

The charity’s spokesman said: “We are 
currently engaged in a formal consultation

period with staff, service users and other 
stakeholders over the possible closure of 
the neurological care centre.

HOARDS of people 
flocked to March to pay 
their final respects to 
Fenland’s longest ser¬ 
ving councillor.

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A MOTHER is still in a crit¬ 
ical condition after a two- 
vehicle smash on the Soh- 
am bypass. 

The pile-up, at 3.45pm last 
Thursday, involved a Citroen Zara 
and Ford Transit van. 

The driver of the Citroen, a 38- 
year-old woman from Soham, and 
her eight-year-old son, suffered 
life-threatening injuries, police 
said. They were taken to Add- 
enbrooke’s Hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge. The boy is now in a stable 
condition. 

The mother’s Jf-year-old 
daughter, who was in the front 
passenger seat, and a one-year- 
old baby girl, who was in the back 
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of the car, suffered minor injuries. 

The driver of the Transit, a 55- 
year-old man from Fordham, was 
not hurt. 

Pc Dave Hailing, who is in¬ 
vestigating, urged witnesses to 
come forward. 

He said: “We are trying to build 
up a picture of exactly what 
happened in the moments 
leading up to this collision. 

“We would like to speak to 
anyone who saw what happened 
or who saw either of the vehicles 
just prior to the crash.” 

The road was closed after the 


accident and did not reopen until 
9pm. 

The accident happened during 
a treacherous few hours on 
Cambridgeshire’s roads. 

Just 40 minutes later, four 
vehicles were involved in a pile- 
up on the AJ0 at Stretham, near 
Ely, which left a woman with 
injuries which were described as 
“not life threatening”. 

And at 5.20pm chaos was 
brought to the AJ4 westbound 
between Histon and Girton when 
pig carcasses fell off the back of a 
lorry.

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Murder charge 
man remanded

Mawhinney did not enter a 
plea and was remanded in 
custody to reappear in court at a 
later date.

THE family of inspirat¬ 
ional cancer fundraiser 
Liam Fairhurst have 
spoken for the first time 
since the death of their 
beloved son. 

Almost four weeks to the 
day that the courageous 14- 
year-old passed away, Liam’s 
father, Mark, admits it “still 
does not seem real”. 

Liam died peacefully at his 
home in Soham, with his 
family at his bedside, on 
Tuesday, fune 30. 

He leaves his mum, Sarah, 
42, dad, Mark, 47, and his 12- 
year-old brother Callum. 

But it is not just family and 
friends still coming to terms 
with the teenager’s death 
after a four-year battle with 
cancer. 

Mark said: “The amount of 
support we have received has 
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been unbelievable. 

“We must have had at least 
300 cards and nearly as many 
emails from people offering 
us their sympathy and saying 
how wonderful Liam was. 

“We want to say thank-you 
to absolutely everyone who 
has been there for us. We are 
so grateful to all those who 
have somehow made losing 
Liam that little bit easier. 

“I do not think Liam 
realised how many 
thousands of people’s lives he 
touched as he never let it all 
go to his head.” 

About 200 people flocked 
to the heroic teen’s funeral at 
the Church of Our Lady and 
St Etheldreda, in Newmarket, 
to say their final goodbyes. 

Prime Minister Gordon 


Brown paid tribute to Liam, 
who he described as “a cour¬ 
ageous young man”. 

Mark said: “We are doing 
very well but we still have our 
hard days. 

“We have been away on 
holiday for 10 days which 
helped us all relax. But at the 


end of the day, it still does 
not seem real. Losing your 
son is painful.” 

Liam, a Soham Village Coll¬ 
ege pupil, touched the nation 
after raising more than 
£320,000 for children’s cancer 
charity CLIC Sargent while 
battling tumours in his leg 


and lung. 

His bravery earned him 
meetings with Prince 
William and the accolade of 
Child of Courage at the Pride 
of Britain Awards. 

Talking of Sunday’s fun 
run in Soham, Mark said: 
“There are so many people 
doing so many things to help 
CLIC Sargent that there is no 
doubt his legacy will live on. 

“But they need more 
nurses and funds to help 
support even more children 
who went through what 
Liam did. 

“And it was those other 
children that Liam wanted 
to help throughout his 
illness.”

A few points 
about parking 

Sir, I am writing in response to the 
correspondent’s disturbing and 
hurtful letter in the July 16 edition of 
your newspaper - Homeowners had 
a choice (I wonder what exceptional 
circumstance preludes the name and 
address of the correspondent being 
published) - regarding our “audacity” 
to think that we have a right to a 
parking permit and nor does it just 
affect a “handful of people”. 

First, the correspondent has 
completely misread our campaign for 
parking for residents in Ely who have 
no parking space on their property 
suggesting that we expect the council 
to provide us with parking. This has 
never been the case - all we have 
asked for is to be treated on the same 
basis as people in business who can 
purchase a business permit. We are 
quite willing to pay for a permit or 
disc and always have been. 

Secondly we, in particular, have lived 
in Broad Street for 26 years and there 
was no problem with parking until 
two years ago when we were neither 
consulted (as businesses were) nor 
indeed given any notification that we 
were to be excluded from the new 
scheme. 

As to the comment that “we have 
been exceptionally fortunate to have 
enjoyed the use of public car parks up 
until now but wouldn’t be able to if 
we lived anywhere else but Ely”, this 
is nonsense. Many towns have 
residents’ parking permits (albeit for 
on street parking) and I’m afraid that 
much as we would like to do without 
a car - and in fact I try to walk to most 
destinations in Ely - that is just not 
possible for us. I’m not even prepared 
to comment on the ridiculous 
comparison with a lack of garden. 

Ely has been my home for the past 45 
years and my husband’s for much 
longer. We like living where we are 
but we don’t agree with the daily 
unnecessary backwards and forwards 
from car park to road when there 
would seem to be a reasonable and 
simple solution.

A BRITISH flag could soon be flying 
in Ely's city centre - thanks to the 
efforts of one very patriotic resident. 

Eddie Holden, who prides himself on 
“living and breathing the city of Ely”, is 
fighting to get a flagpole erected in the 
Market Square. Claiming it is essential to fly 
a flag on special occasions, the 82-year-old 
even wants the British colours to fly 24 hours 
a day. 

And it looks like his wish could soon 
become reality. 

The determined war veteran has written 
to the City of Ely Council and the Mayor of 
Ely, Cllr Richard Hobbs, has taken the issue 
on board. 

Cllr Hobbs now wants to include the 
flagpole as part of renovation work to the 
square’s war memorial, which will get new 
railings and be made more accessible. 

Mr Holden, of Ely Road, Little Downham, 
said: “The Americans do it and so do most 
other countries, so I think we need to fly 
ours. 

“Ely only has a flagpole at the district 
council offices, which is very rarely used and 
not really seen by the general public. 

“Ever since I heard the city council was 
investing in the war memorial, I imm¬ 
ediately thought that a flagpole near there 
would be great. 

“We could even fly the Scottish flag on 
Scottish days, Welsh flag on Welsh days. It 
would be great. But I also think it would be 
good to have it flying 24 hours a day.” 

Mr Holden, who joined the army, aged 17 
in 1944, served in the Far East during the 
Second World War II. 

Cllr Hobbs has since put the idea forward 
to the city council, and to his delight they 
agreed. 

He said: “Eddie’s idea is great and I believe 
Ely needs a flagpole. We are a historical city 
which has a city centre and royal 
connections therefore I think it would be 
great. 

“Hopefully, if we can raise the money, this 
will be installed by the end of my term in 
office.”

All three were taken to the RSPCA but 
two of them died. 

The cause of the fire was accidental. 
Mark Bennett-Tighe, station manager 
for Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “We would advise 
residents with pets requiring heat 
lamps to ensure that the lamp is well 
away from any flammable items.”

‘Glad to be home’: Caitlin Breeze. 


A HADDENHAM teenager who 
was held in quarantine in China 
following fears she may have 
contracted swine flu has spoken 
of her ordeal. 

Caitlin Breeze, 17, was on a 
school trip with Impington Village 
College when she and five of her 
fellow travellers were whisked 
into quarantine. 

The six pupils, who had flown 
out to Beijing as part of their 
foreign language studies, were 
part of a delegation of around 
100 youngsters to be confined to 
their four-star hotel. 

Chinese authorities took the 
drastic step after nine British 
citizens in their party were 
diagnosed with the virus. 

The patients were all taken to 


hospital for tests to be carried 
out but none of the Impington 
youngsters had been infected by 
the H1N1 virus. 

The students and their 
teachers were told to remain in 
their hotel for seven days, before 
they returned to the UK on 
Monday. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Caitlin said: “I am glad to be 
home but it was not a case of 
being desperate to be back. 

“We were all treated very well 
and were in no discomfort. 

“We were given laptops, were 
able to chat with friends and 
read magazines. 

“But I am gutted we did not 
get to see China like we had 
planned to.” 


Caitlin flew out to the Far East 
to explore China over a two-week 
trip with the school. 

Her family received the news 
of the quarantine from Chinese 
authorities and say they were 
kept well-informed. 

Caitlin added: “I think it was a 
wise decision to keep us in 
quarantine as they had the whole 
of the country to consider. 

“I am already planning my 
next trip out there as I want to 
see as much of the country as I 
can.”

Jodi Page came to the rescue and used 
skills learned while in the Army Cadets to 
save the man, who had collapsed at 
Cambridge railway station. 

Now Jodi, who was 17 last Wednesday, 
has been nominated for the award, run 
by our sister paper, by the man she 
saved, 78-year-old John Hullock. 

He was preparing for a church outing 
to London when he collapsed. 

As panicked commuters called for 
help, Jodi, a Long Road Sixth Form

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charge. She said she remained in “first 
aid calm” mode until ambulance staff 
arrived and John, of Cromwell Road, 
Cambridge, was taken to hospital. 

After his recovery, the two met at the 
railway station so John could thank her 
in person for her quick thinking and 
lifesaving actions. 

He said: “I had a blackout of some 
description. I was told after I recovered 
that I had stopped breathing. 

“Jodi used her first aid training to 
administer cardiopulmonary resuscit¬ 
ation for my urgent needs. 

“I had stopped breathing. If she had 
not resuscitated me, I may not have

breathed again. It was wonderful that 
she was there at that time. 

“If Jodi had not done this for me I am 
sure that I would not be alive today. As a 
Christian, I think it was a miracle.” 


John added: “I am very proud of Jodi. I 
admire her especially for doing this for 
me, a complete stranger. 

“If only there were more people like 
Jodi in this world today, it would be a far 
better place to live in.” 

Jodi modestly said: “I was just trying to 
do my best to help.” 

It was the second time Jodi had put 
her first aid skills to good use. She also 
climbed into the wreckage of car, near 
Leicester, to help a woman after a road 
crash in 2007.

Man faces 
prison over 
head-butt 


A MOTORCYCLIST who head¬ 
butted a teenager while wearing 
his crash helmet has been warned 
he could face jail. 

Leon Franklin, of Ely’s High Barns 
estate, bashed the youngster’s right eye, 
leaving a golf ball-size lump on his victim’s 
head. 

The 21-year-old also grabbed him by the 
chest, pushed him against a wall, hit him 
in the ribs, and also hit the youngster’s 
friend. 

The “terrifying” incident happened 
when the teenagers, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, were in the city’s 
USA Chicken takeaway restaurant in Fore 
Hill. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: 
“These assaults are just two of six 
incidents which happened on the night of 
November 14 and the early hours of 
November 15 last year. 

“There had obviously been some 
unpleasantness between both parties 
prior to the incident because when Mr 
Franklin entered the restaurant he said 
‘You can’t run now can you’. 

“The two lads were scared, so ran away 
and called the police as they fled.” 

Officers arrived and tried to arrest 
Franklin, which is when he turned on 
them. 

He assaulted Pc Manley and Pc Smith, 
kicking Pc Smith towards the head.

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Once detained, Franklin was taken to 
Parkside Police Station in Cambridge, 
where the abuse continued. 

He refused to provide a breath specimen 
to see whether he had been drinking. 
When put in a cell, Franklin spat on a 
camera lens, which police said then 
needed specialist cleaning. 

Franklin pleaded guilty to two charges 
of assault against the teenagers, one 
charge of assault against a police officer 
and one charge of criminal damage over a 
number of appearances at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court. 

He pleading not guilty to failing to 
provide a specimen for analysis and 
another charge of assault against a police 
officer, but was found guilty of both 
charges. 

Franklin was due to be sentenced at the 
city’s courthouse last week but magistrates 
demanded “thorough” pre-sentence 
reports be prepared. 

Mary Rone, presiding magistrate, said: 
“These offences are extremely serious and 
we are keeping all of our sentencing 
options open. 

“You could go to prison for these 
terrifying acts.” 

Magistrates will hear pre-sentence 
reports next week.

Last chance 
for man to 
avoid prison 


A WITCHFORD man, 
who narrowly escaped 
jail after terrifying teen¬ 
agers at a youth hostel 
less than a month ago, 
has already breached his 
sentence.

He had 
threatened to kill one of the 
residents after an argument at 
a skatep ark. 

Webb pleaded guilty to 
assault by beating and using 
behaviour to cause fear of 
unlawful violence. 

But he failed to attend two of 
his community order appoint¬ 
ments as part of his sentence 
because he could not afford 
the transport there, magist¬ 
rates heard. 

Unrepresented, Webb said, “I 
have not got a phone either to 
let them know whether I am 
coming or not. I cannot read or 
write either.” 

Mary Rone, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, added an extra 14 hours 
of unpaid work to his order and 
warned that if he breaches it 
once more, he will face jail. 

She said: “This really is your 
last chance. We do not want to 
see you in this court again.”

Trees end housing hopes 

A PROPOSED housing development in 
Wilburton has been thrown out for the 
second time. 

Mark Coe wanted to build two two- 
bedroom bungalows with garages on land 
at the rear of Berristead Close and 
submitted plans in August 2008. But East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s planners 
refused the scheme in October. 

As a result, Mr Coe then lodged an appeal 
against the decision, but that has now been 
dismissed based on the affects it would 
have on nearby trees. 

The appeal inspector, J Gresty, said: 
“Many of the trees near the site are subject 
to tree preservation orders and collectively 
they are a prominent feature of Broadway 
that gives the road a leafy and semi-rural 
character.”

In fact, he has 
planted the largest 
international wildflower 
meadow in the UK at 
Butterfly World, just off the 
M25 near St Albans, 
Hertfordshire. 

It’s an ongoing project due for 
completion in 2012, and phase 
one has just opened. 

Hicks planted 20 acres with 65 
different species, and the 
magnificent result has just opened 
to the public. 

A few years ago designers went 
through a wild phase when we saw 
an abundance of grasses and other 
meadow plantings in the main 
horticultural shows, but in recent 
years there has been a return to 
more formal planting. 

Hicks, whose personal 
favourites are cornflowers and 
knapweed, wants to buck the 
trend. He says that even if you 
have the tiniest urban garden, you 
can create a wildflower area which 
will attract butterflies, bees and a 
host of other beneficial insects. 

Your meadow planting doesn’t 
have to look like an overgrown 
field - there are many colourful 
wild flowers which can be grown 
from seed in pots, and seed 
companies now provide a huge 
range of wildflower selections. 

“You can do wildflower planting 
in just a seed tray, the technique is 
the same as it is on a bigger scale,” 
Hicks says. 

“In a small garden plot you can 
create a mini-meadow. Like you

would if you were sowing lawn 
seed, you rake the ground and 
level it off. Wildflower seed prefers 
low-nutrient soils, so the poorer 
the soil the better. 

“If you have a very rich soil it 
would be full of weed seeds, and 
the coarser weeds grow faster. The 
smaller weeds which butterflies 
like, such as thymes and poppies 
and knapweed, will have difficulty 
competing.” 

Rid the area of weeds before 
sowing and then just sprinkle a 
packet of wildflower seeds on to 
your patch. 

Not everyone will have a dry, 
sunny area to grow nectar-rich 
flowers, but you can buy packets 
of wildflower seeds for shady areas 
as well as annual mixes. 

“This year at Butterfly World, 
we’ve sown the whole site with 
cornfield annuals - corn 
marigolds, cornflowers, poppies, 
corn chamomile. Really 
interesting mixtures are available 
now which are called international 
cornfield annuals, which include 
Californian poppies and other 
plants which will give a fantastic 
display of colour,” says Hicks. 

“All these flowers are generally 
nectar-rich, attracting insects and

wildlife of all sorts.” 

You will attract more wildlife if 
you are less tidy, he notes. 

“I’ve got a small patch of garden 
which used to be mown grass, and 
I’ve just let the grass grow and it’s 
looking gorgeous. It’s a beautiful 
golden colour and has some 
wildflowers popping up in it. 

“If you are less tidy you’ll have 
more insects buzzing around, and 
if you get insects you’ll get 
everything else because they are 
the bottom of the food chain. Birds 
and vertebrates will visit, and if you 
leave dead logs or a pile of leaves in 
the corner, creatures will live 
there.” 

Meadow planting isn’t high 
maintenance, Hicks insists. 

“To manage your meadow 
planting, that may mean cutting it 
once or twice a year and raking 
everything off. On small areas, if 
you have weeds you don’t like, dig 
them out. You can buy wildflowers 
in plugs or small pots, which you 
plant in your grass and let them 
go.” 

It is possible to colour co¬ 
ordinate with wildflower plantings, 
he says. 

“You could design it with two 
colours or a colour theme that 
relates to your house or a theme 
that you are interested in. Your 
garden is a space which can be 
used as a piece of theatre or art.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Hebe 

These summer-flowering 
evergreen shrubs with fluffy bottle¬ 
brush flowers are a favourite with 
many gardeners because they are 
low-maintenance and tend to keep 
their shape. 

Hebes come in many sizes, but 
the most popular include H 
'autumn Glory’, which grows up to 
90 centimetres and bears purple- 
blue flowers from fune to 
November. 

The larger types are more showy, 
with narrow leaves and long spikes 
of flowers including H ‘Great 
Orme’, which grows to 1.2 metres 
and produces long pink flowers 
from fuly to October. 

Hebes like well-drained soil 
which isn’t too fertile, in sun. Be 
warned that some aren’t that 
hardy. 

THREE WAYS TO- 
Perk up your pond 

1. Remove faded flower heads 
from marginals to prevent seed 
production and unwanted 
seedlings. 

2. Top up your pond in hot 
weather as a lot of moisture is lost 
through evaporation. 

3. Green water in ponds can look 
unappealing and is possibly 
caused by nutrients running into 
the water from the surrounding 
garden. Make sure you have 
enough surface floating plants to 
provide shade, remove dead leaves 
because their decay releases 
nutrients into the water and, if 
your pond is small, install a filter to 
keep the water clean.

Windswept and interesting 



WITHOUT a shadow of 
a d oubt, the new Mini 
Convertible is stylish 
and cool - and that is 
exactly the look I too 
wanted to portray when 
I became the proud 
owner of one (even if it 
was just for one week), 
writes Louise Martin. 

With lashings of lip gloss, 
perfectly groomed hair and 
my favourite oversized 
sunglasses, I sped off into the 
winding Cambridgeshire 
roads with the top down 
eager to see what the new 
convertible has to offer. 

Moments later I was 
looking more “scruffy” than 
“stylish” as I desperately tried 
to remove strands of unruly 
hair which had stuck to my 
lips like glue. Thank goodness 
I had those sunglasses! 

I spent the rest of the week 
sporting a bun so tight it 
would challenge any baller¬ 


ina’s signature hair-do. 

The new Mini Convertible 
is a completely new edition of 
the original British-built 
version available in Cooper 
(£15,995), Cooper S (£18,995) 
and lohn Cooper Works 
(£23,470) guises. The launch 
coincides with the 50th 
anniversary of the first Mini, 
making its presence that little 
bit more special. 

Now available in a choice 
of 12 colours (the original 
convertible came in 10) my 
Cooper was a classy ‘pepper 
white’ with ‘leather lounge 
hot chocolate upholstery’. It 
looked as good as it sounded. 

The Cooper Convertible 
bears a 1.6-litre, 4 cylinder, 
16-valve engine which will get 
you from 0-60 in a res¬ 
pectable 9.2 seconds and has 
a top speed of 123mph. The 
‘go-kart’ style chassis is quick 
to respond to signals from the 
two-spoke leather steering 
wheel and the six-speed 
gearbox gives short, accurate 


changes making for an 
entertaining drive. 

On the motorway the 
Cooper has the power you 
need to cruise comfortably 
and in town its quick res¬ 
ponse makes negotiating car 
parks, cyclists and traffic 
hassle free. 

At first glance the visual 
improvements on the con¬ 
vertible aren’t obvious but on 


closer inspection it is clear 
the design has had a facelift. 

Firstly the car is 2.5 inches 
longer and the boot space, 
although still small, has been 
increased by five litres. The 
low roofline, wheels in each 
corner and short overhangs 
at both the front and rear give 
it a sporty look. 

At the touch of a button the 
canvas roof will open or close 


in 15 seconds, a function 
which will operate at up to 
20mph. With the wind deflec¬ 
tor (an optional extra priced 
£180) high-speed driving is 
fairly buffet free. As an alter¬ 
native to the complete top- 
down experience, the electric 
roof can also be retracted by 
about 40cm to create the 
effect of a sun roof. 

Another quirky extra is the 
“openometer” which records 
how many hours of top-down 
driving you clock up. 

My Cooper was fitted with 
the sports seat optional extra 
for both driver and passenger, 
which will set you back an 
extra £210, but it is definitely 
worth it. Firm yet comfy, they 
provide the perfect support 
on bumpy roads and make a 
long journey seem short. 

The Mini Convertible is 
proof that things do improve 
with age and with models like 
this to its name, it’s clear to 
see why Mini continues to 
lead in the supermini market.

DCI Barnaby drives a 
Magic Blue Volvo S80 D5 
SE Lux, and DS Jones, can 
be seen behind the wheel 
of a Titanium Grey Pearl 
Volvo S40 D5 SE.

The Honda Accord 
topped the table and 
another Honda, the 
lazz (98.2 per cent), 
was found to be an 
ultra-dependable 
supermini. The 
Daihatsu Sirion, 
another sterling 
supermini, came 
third. 

The Hyundai i30 in 
fourth place with 97 
per cent showed that 
Korean cars are now a 
force to be reckoned 
with and Britain’s new 
bestseller, the Ford 


Fiesta, came a 
creditable fifth with 
96 per cent. 

Despite German 
cars’ reputation for 
solidity, the Audi A5 
was the least 
dependable new car 
surveyed, with a 
surprisingly low 76 
per cent. This stylish 
coupe may have the 
looks but owners 
reported significant 
problems with its 
electrics. 

Second from 
bottom of the table 
was the Ford Galaxy 
with 76 per cent, and 
the much-acclaimed 
laguar XF did little 
better with 78 per 
cent. This is bad news 
for laguar as the XF 
fares even worse than 
the S-type (81 per 
cent) which it has 
replaced. 

Electrical systems, 
which are generally 
designed to make cars 
more efficient, 


reliable and 

comfortable, are one 
of the biggest 
problem areas 
identified in the 
survey. 

Richard Headland, 
editor of Which? Car, 
says: “Owning a 
reliable car can make 
the difference 
between getting your 
summer holiday off to 
a flying start and 
sitting on the hard 
shoulder of the M6. 
You can’t do better 
than the Honda 
Accord, which is one 
of the most reliable 
cars we’ve ever 
surveyed.

I almost 
gave up 
on Berlin 
-Goldie 


GOLDIE Sayers has 
revealed how she came 
within moments of bringing 
the curtain down on her 
2009 season. 

The 27-year-old javelin star 
feared the worst after she was 
diagnosed with a partial stress 
fracture to her back at the end 
of May yet made a shock return 
to win the World Trials and UK 
Championships in Birmingham 
earlier this month. 

And the former King’s School 
Ely athlete admitted she 
nearly gave up hope of being 
fit enough for next month’s 
World Championships in 
Berlin hours before travelling 
to south London for the recent 
Aviva London Grand Prix. 

“I was in all sorts of trouble 
with my back last week and I 
was on the verge of calling it 
quits for the season,” said 
Sayers, whose selection for 
the championships was 
confirmed this week. 

“But I am glad I was 
persuaded out of that 
decision now.” 

The Belgrave Harrier kept 
improving at Crystal Palace 
where she threw a season’s 
best distance of 59.82m on 
the way to second place, 
although she was well behind 
Germany’s Steffi Nerius, who 
won with a throw of 64.64m. 

“I am pretty happy with how it 
went at Crystal Palace - it felt 
really good there,” she said. 
“Normally I wouldn’t have 
been happy with the distance I 
threw but taking into account 
where I am, it was good.

“I was in control on the run-up 
and I felt consistent as well. I 
need some more treatment on 
my back but I should be fine - 
I am just happy to be back 
competing.” 

Sayers competed off a full 
run-up at Crystal Palace for 
the first time since being 
diagnosed with her back 
injury, but she was still quickly 
whisked away for treatment. 
Sayers accepts she will need to 
find an extra five metres if she 
is to be competitive in the final 
in Berlin but was confident she 
had more to give. 

“I believe I can improve a 
great deal between now and 
Berlin,” said Sayers, who 
threw a personal best of 
65.75m to finish fourth at the 


Olympics last summer. I 
haven’t got a definitive aim 
yet for the World 
Championships, but most of 
my throws at Crystal Palace 
would have probably got me 
through to the final. 

“And that is another positive 
thing for me to look at. Give a 
couple of weeks and they 
should be even better.”
